Transmissions Shocks Detroit

DETROIT (AP) — Oce of the surprising things in 


the auto industry this year is the heavy demand for 
four-speed, ilcor-meumed synchrcmesh transmission 
sy stems. 


Seme sources predict that over 400.000 cf these 


will be marketed during tfce 1964 model run. This 
would compare with 284.CGO in the 1963 model year 
and 188.060 in the "62 run. 


Measured in terms of percentage of total cars 


built in The U. S.. the four-speed market is not great. 
It is expected to run about 45 per cent in the "64 
run, as against 3 9 and 2 8 per cent in the entire 1963 
and 1862 model \ears. 


The surprising thing is that at a time when motor- 


ists are demauding mere and more conveniences and 
luxury items, ranging from bucket seats to air condi- 
tioners. *hey shew such willingness to give up the 
automatic transmission. 


Youth Market 


Auto sources figure much cf the demand comes 


from the so-caJJed youth market, the young drivers 
who literally like to shift for themselves. 


A spot check cf the industry showed these per- 


centage cf four-speed floor transmissions being turn- 
ed out by various auto makers: 


Corvair. 44 per cent: Tempest. 9 5 per cent: Fal- 


con. 8.2 per cent: Chevelle, 7.5 per cent and Dart, 
5.3 per cent. 


Some cars, such as Imperial, Lincoln. Rambler, 


Cadillac and Thunderbird. do net cffer the four-speed 
synchronies)! floor transmission. 


Dealers report that public enthusiasm for the icur- 


speed transmission is high and growing. Chrysler 
Corp car lines and the Chevy n made their first real 
bid for the 4-on-flocr market with their 1964 models. 


Back on Floor 


The demand was of particular interest at Pontiac, 


which in 1938 pioneered the moving of the gearshift 
from the floor to the steering column. Today, it has 
returned the gear shift to the floor on its Tempest 
line. 


The installation rate on the 4-on-floor Tempest 


is almost triple what it was during the 1963 run. 


One survey of car buyers" tastes—as tabulated by 


Ward's Automotive Reports—showed a sizeable in- 
crease in the demand for air conditioners, while the 
market for bucket seats remained about the same 
level as last year.

A Superior Court judge later re- 
fused to isue warrants because there was no evidence 
of criminal action. 


Sigman's name appeared on the ballet in Outa- 


gamie County in 1936, and he was elected district 
attorney, the only successful local "Progressive-Re- 
publican"—a name which was then allowable on bal- 
lets—running for office. 


League Chairman 


At various times, he ieaded farm and labor 


groups in the county and the state, Sigman was the 
first chairman of the Farmer-Labor League of "Wis- 
consin, a powerful force in the Progressive party, 
and, in fact, in all politics in the state. 


In its first year, the league succeeded in pledging 


almost all of the state's Progressive candidates to 
support the platform it proposed. 


But the Progressive party began to fade, and 


Sigman became one of Outagamie County's first sup- 
porters cf Franklin Roosevelt and the New Deal 


Since then. Sigman says his loyalties have re- 


mained with the Democratic party, "although I don't 
always agree entirely with what they do." 


"In the beginning. I wasn't very enthusiastic about 


President Kennedy, but when the country began to 
discover his capabilities, I became an avid supporter,"

comer to Accra might think the 
city is celebrating endlessly. 


Decorative colored lights— 


Christmas-holiday 
type—are 


permanent fixtures on utility 
poles. Like many other things 
la the bustling capital, however, 
their purpose is political. Ghana 
is host to so many meetings, 
conferences and visiting digni- 
taries that it is simpler to leave 
the lights up between events. 


Accra is a mainly pleasant 


seacoast city of 380,000 under 
the vast bulge of West Africa, 
about 500 miles from the equa- 
tor. The old British Gold Coast 
colony it rules is about the size 
of Illinois and Indiana combined 
and has 50 languages or dia- 
lects in its 7-million population. 


Sharp Contrasts 


Like most African capitals, 


Accra is a city of sharp con- 
trasts. Gleaming skyscrapers 
rise beside rusty-roof hovels, 
beautiful residences and stink-j 
Ing slums. There are modern 
clinics and medicine men, new 
industry and primitive handi- 
craft, ocean liners and dugout 
canoes, air-conditioned hotels 
and mud huts, sleek British tai- 
loring and the national toga.

On April 23, in London and at least 40 British 


towns — including a special station at Stratford- 
Upon-Avon — a five-stamp issue for the Shakespeare 
Festival will make a dramatic entrance for another 
big first. In 124 years of postage designs Britain has 
honored no individual except her current monarch. 


Four of these five stamps will give the famous 


dramatist's portrait equal prominence with that of 
Queen Elizabeth EL Between them, on dimly illu- 
minated 16th century stage settings, are cameo-like 
figures representing several well known characters 
from Shakespearean plays. These four stamps will 
t-e in two and three-color photogravure. 


Balcony Scene 


On the 3d. Puck and Bottom share the stage. The 


6d features Feste, the clown, in gay colors. The bal- 
cony scene of Romeo and Juliet commands the cen- 
ter of the 1/3 denomination and on the 1/6 Henry 
V kneels in prayer. 


The fifth stamp, by a different designer and 


printed by a different firm, is a single colcr 2/6 
value featuring line engraving done in a rather 


ornate style. On this adhesive, Hamlet and Ycrick's 
ekull share honors with the Queen.

Born in English Mines 


BY BUD LARIMER 


From the old, basic pit-fighting stock before and 


during the early 19th century sprang both the present 
white bull terrier, and the breed now accepted and 
established as the Staffordshire terrier. Previously 
he was called the pit bull terrier, as well as American 
bull terrier, and one or two other names. However, 
it was felt, that such terms were too apt to conjure up 
t(K> vivid reminders of his gory past to the general 
public, so Staffordshire terrier was finally hit upon 
and established as an A. 1C C. recognized breed. This 
is a descriptive name for the breed, as the miners 
and mines of Staffordshire. England, were his origin- 
ators and the cradle of his development. There he did 
the matched pit-fighting that founded his everlasting 
reputation for absolute courage and fighting tech- 
nique. 


In and around this territory pit-fighting continued, 


full-blown, long after it had been declared generally 
illegal throughout England. These prized battlers 
were trained for their work by long, complicated 
and arduous techniques. They were fed special fight- 
ing diets, like Game-Cocks with their "game-coek 
bread." and were warmly cherished. However, with 
all this., if they did not have the absolute will to "do 
or die" they were eliminated ruthlessly. He is nearer 
in appearance than the white bull terrier to the old 


basic I9th century bull and terrier crosses who etched 
such a courageous, bloody and shameful history in 
Dogdom's books. 


Around 1870 he invaded America, and after a 


further short history of pit-fighting, he won his way 
to bench and fancier, to all the past behind him. In 
this country great emphasis was put on more stylish 
conformation and increased size. Presently, the Ameri- 
can tj'pe is appreciably larger and more standardized 
as to type. Here, too. the ears are generally cropped 
while in England this is forbidden in all breeds. 


He is compact, powerful and very impressive to 


look upon. He has a smooth, satiny coat which may 
be almost any color or variety of patching, though 
fawns with black masks, and brindle with white trim, 
seem most popular. He has a whip tail, is stilt a most 
efficient fighter, is said to be an unusually discrimi- 
nating guard dog and to have the utterly fearless 
means with which to back up his warnings, if need 
be. The present specimens seem to be well-controlled, 
stable and reliable. He takes well to training and 
many have distinguished themselves in the obediance 
ring" He is most devoted, with a delightful person- 
ality, and can 'take" with joy the most boisterous 
child or children. He stands from 17 to 19 inches at 
the shoulder and weighs from 35 to 50 pounds. 


'Let's Take Opera Off Its Pedestal

NEW YORK (AP) — A lot of people just have 


the wrong slant on grand opera, says Nathaniel 
Merrill. 


"You can't regard it as something on a pedestal 


and treat it with kid gloves." he insists. "Opera 
shouldn't be approached as an art, but as enter- 
tainment." 


A director of productions for the Metropolitan 


Opera, Merrill feels the time has come to rid musical 
classics o£ the arty awe that surrounds them, and 
find new ways of making them exciting to audiences. 


"Don't forget." he declares, "up until 1850 at 


least, operas were wrilteu to enhance personal repu- 
tations and heace they had to be popular entertain- 
ments. 


"And don't worry. If a work has great artistic 


qualities, they'll come through safely." 


Merrill is opposed to something else. 


Terrible Attitude 


"There's a terrible attitude that what isn't under- 


stood must be goad. That is ridiculous." 


Suiting his actions to thoughts. Merrill this season 


has provided a new production of "Aida" that has 
sparked animated critical discussion and lively spec- 
tator interest. ("Audience reactions are not neces- 
sarily tae same as critics' at all," he notes of com- 
ments ab3ut fresh dance rhythms injected into the 
presentation by his choreographer. Katherine Dun- 
ham.) 


Merrill, who has been with the Met slues 1955, 


previously has restaged four other works—"Turan- 
dot," "Eiisir d'Amore," "Adriana Lecouvreur" and 
"Die Meistersinger." Each season he supervises also 
the presentation of a dozen other performances ia 
established versions. 


For next season he has bees commissioned to 


create a new coacept of another favorite opera. Its 


titte is still a managerial secret, but elaborate pre- 
liminary planning is already under way. 


"The creative period comes about a year ahead 


of the physical presentation." says Merrill, who in- 
sists on linking freshness of approach with meticu- 
lously exact backstage precision. 


rtWhat you face is transforming an oral experi- 


ence—the composer's score—into a visual experience. 
It is unlike any other theatrical undertaking, for the 
composer has interposed very specific time demands." 


Merrill likes to saturate himself through reading 


in the composer's era—"so as to reconstruct what he 
knew and to understand why he did certain things." 
Simultaneously he goes into a huddle with the de- 
signer of sets and costumes. 


'The most important single ingredient in the 


whole undertaking is the director-designer collabora- 
tion," he says. Merrill's associate in this job is Robert 
O'Hearn. 


Staging Problems 


The staging problems are intricate, to make sure 


that vocalists are strategically placed at dramatic high 
points, to guarantee that everyone has a clear view 
of the conductor—a neat trick with 100 singers or 
more—aad to get exits and entrances performed oa 
split-second cues. 


'•The details and the chorus are the elements in. 


which you can communicate fresh ideas." explains 
the director. 


On time-space matters. Merrill enjoys one advan- 


tage—he went to Dartmouth College to major in 
mathematics. Only in his senior year did he switch to 
musical theory, with the sudden objective of becom- 
ing a composer. 


After college fais training activities for the first 


time opened up the world of opera—"and I realized 
I wasn't going to be a composer." Prior to arrival 
at the Met, he worked at the Tanglewood, Mass., Fes- 
tival, and with opera companies in Hamburg. V/ies- 
baden and Glyndebsuroe.

Our conservation department and oar commercial 


fishmen are trying to find ways to develop a market 
that would make alewife seining or trawling eco- 
nomically feasible. Its relatively humble position in 
the fishery economy may be suggested by the fact 
that on the Lake Michigan shore the fish is commonly 
called the "sawbelly". even as it was disparagingly 
called the "aloofe" in New England years ago. 


I must remind myself to pick up a sackful of these 


Fish when I visit the fishing ports next spring, to 
dramatize a fragment of our history for my youog 
friend, and to compare the potency of the earliest 
natural fertilizer with the store goods of today. Be- 
sides the academic benefit to my junior associate, it 
will be fun for me. 


Has Unity 


"There is one thing opera has that is missing in

experience for serious folk music fans. Miss Ritchie 
benefits from having a good accompanist, and Watson 
is at his best. 


The album was recorded at Gerde's Folk City, a 


New York night club featuring folk music. The per- 
formances are more spirited than could be accomp- 
lished in a studio. 


Both Watson and Miss -Ritchie do a number of

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Ann Landers Speaks to Teen-Agers 
March 1, 1964 


Homosexuality Is Symptom of 
Serious Psychological Trouble 


BY ANN LANDERS 


The subject of homosexuality is clearly a hot 


potato. Why include this hot potato in a book for 
teen-agers? Because my mail teiis me that thousands 
of teen-agers are either abysmally ignorant or have 
wildly cockeyed notions about the subject They need 
constructive information, but they don't know where 
to get it. Many teen-agers who write to me expressing 
the fear that they might be homosexual say they 
would "rather die" than discuss the problem with 
someone they know. 


Eighth in a Series 


In my search for background material I found 


pitifully little that has been written in terms a teen- 
ager could understand. In fact, I found pitifully little 
written in terms afi adult could understand—unless 
he happened to be a psychiatrist. 


This chapter, of course, is no scholarly study. I 


am neither physician nor psychiatrist But I do think 
I can help substitute dangerous ignorance with a 
measure of understanding. And I hope to dispel 
some of the anxieties from a problem which too long 
has been swept under the rug. 


Massive Disagreements 


I have read a bale of material by the experts— 


analysts, psychiatrists, physicians, sociologists and 
criminologists. The only point on which all the ex- 
perts seem to agree is that there are massive dis- 
agreements among the experts. 


Tha teen-agers who write to me seeking informa- 


tion and counsel on homosexuality are usually be- 
tween 14 and 19 years of age. Sometimes they write 
about a friend they suspect is "a little queer." Or 
they may be concerned about a member of the family 
who ''doesn't seem quite right." But usually .they 
write about themselves. 


About 70 per cent of the letters come from boys. 


Most of the boys who write are tortured with guilt 
and self-hatred. They live on the razor's edge, terri- 
fied that someone may learn they aren't ''like every- 
body else." 
. Before we go further perhaps we should define 
our terms. What is a homosexual? 


A homosexual is a male or female who desires. 


physically, members of his own sex. A female homo- 
sexual is called a Lesbian. 


Twenty-four hudred years ago homosexuality 


-was widfely practiced among the Greeks and" Romans. 
Today there is a popular belief that homosexuality 
contributed, in a very important way. to the decline 
of both societies. The historians say not so. They tell 
as. instead, that in the Greek and Roman cultures of 
that era, women were social and intellectual inferiors 
—their role was that of housekeeper and child-bearer. 
Passionate friendships among men were considered 
normal. Women were not "good enough" or "suffi- 
ciently intelligent" to merit intimate relationships 
Not until the Christian era was homosexuality looked 
upon as immoral in Western civilization- 


Do all homosexuals carry out sexual procedures? 


Na. Some homosexuals are too inhibited or fearful 
of the consequences. 


Judgment Difficult 


fe it possible to tefl if a person is a homosexual by 


looking at him? No. In some instances an overt homo- 
sexual can be identified at a glance, but .generally it 
is D9t possible to make the judgment by observation. 


And now the big question: What causes homo- 


sexuality? It is oa this point that the experts collide. 
A few authorities insist that a homosexual is a person 
who was "born wrong"—that he is a biological acci- 
dent with a defective glandular system and an im- 
proper hormone balance. 


' In support of this theory they give us Exhibit A: 


the homosexual male with the high-pitched, girlish 
voice, the beardless face and the delicate features; 
and Exhibit B:-tae Lesbian with the deep voice, the 


masculine features ami excessive hair am the fee*, 
arms and tegs. The evidence is incontestable/* thesa 
experts insist '"Homosexuals are born wrong." 


The riew which is finding more and more accep- 


tance u that homosexuality is a gross symptom of a 
serious psychological disturbance. Toe specialist* 
who hold this view insist that the vast majority of 
homosexuals are organically normal. They do not dis- 
count however, the possibility that a small percent- 
age of homosexualitv is due to physical defects at 
birth. 


In rebuttal to Exhibit A and Exhibit B (thoas 


homosexuals who do indeed have glandular defici- 
encies and an improper hormone balance), the second 
group of experts points to normal males wit* high- 
pitched -voices, beardless faces and effeminate fea- 
tures. They also point to normal females who have 
deep voices, masculine features and excessive hair 
growth. These individuals, in spite of their glandular 
and'hormone problems, are emotionally healthy and 
lead normal sex lives. 


• From the debate one point at least, emerges: No 


one knows why the emotional problems of one child 
ma; lead him to excessive thumb-sucking or prolong- 
ed bed-wetting, while another child's emotional prob- 
lems may turn him Into a homosexual. 


All-human beings go through stages when they 


prefer the company of members of their own sex— 
and 't's perfectly natural. Very young children play 
together indiscriminately. By the time a youngster 
reaches six or seven years of age he usually prefers 
companions of his own sex. This preference may con- 
tinue until high school age. varying with the indi- 
vidual. 


Sense of Companionship 


It is not uncommon to see 11- and 12-year-old girls 


holding hands or with arms around one another as 
they walk down the street. Girls often dance togeth- 
er, talk on the telephone endlessly and spend week- 
ends in each other's Homes. This is normal. These 
girls do not have sexual desires for one another. 
What they feel is a sense of companionship. 


At about the ege of 11 or 12. girls begin to take 


an interest in boys Boys usually begin to notice girls 
at about 14 or 15. Some boys are late starters, how- 
ever, and have no interest in girls until they are 17 
or even 18. 


At this point I would like to make a distinction 


between homosexuals and child-molesters. Many 
adults do not know the difference. It is not true that 
all homosexuals are chiid-molesters or that they are 
constantly making attempts to 'Tnin" young boys by 
introducing them to their way of life. Most homo- 
sexuals stick closely to their own circle of friends 
and mind their own business. Child-molesters are 
psychopathic personalities, a serious threat to society 
and they should be institutionalized and treated. 


Almost every boy. by the time he has reached 18 


years of age. has been approached by a homosexuaL 
Bomosexuals often loiter around parks, public toilets 
and places where boys are apt to gather. If such an 
approach is made all that need be said is. 'Tin not 
interested," then leave the premises at once. There 
is no need for violence, anger or shame 


I've had many letters from boys who are filled 


with fear because a number of homosexuals have 
made passes at them. They are afraid something 
must be wrong with them or they would not attract 
"queers" Their fears are groundless. While some- 
thing is drastically wrong with the persons who 
makes the pass, nothing is wrong with them. 


Heartbreaking Letters 


And now. what can be done to set the homosexual 


on the- track of normality? First, let's not assume 
that all homosexuals want to be set on the track. 
Many homosexuals are content as they are and have 
no wish to change. They are nat a problem to society 
or to themselves. 
- - 


Most homosexuals, however, veara to be normal. 


And these are the ones whose heartbreaking letters 
cross my desk daily. Twisted and sick, through no 
fault of their own. they want desperately to be "like 
everyone else-** 


What can be done for the homosexual who wants 


to be normal? Very little in the way of a "cure" but 
a great deal in terms of adjustment Psychiatric 
therapy can, in most cases, give the homosexual some 
understanding and insight into his problem. It can 
help him adjust to his condition and accept himself 
as he is. Talking about a problem with a doctor *ften 
can be tremendously helpful. 


The chances for a complete cure are slim. An 


optimistic estimate is that only about four out of one 
hundred can be made heterosexual—and then* only 
with, concentrated therapy. The chances are better, 
of course, if the homosexual seeks professional help 
in his early teens and is willing and able i and finan- 
cially capable) to undertake intensive therapy. 
" 


To those of you who are reading this chapter for 


information oniy. and not because you are seeking 
help for yourselves. I would like to leave this thought: 


Be thankful you have been blessed with healthy, 


normal sex drives, and remember that not all boys 
and girls are so fortunate. When you encounter peo- 
ple who are "different." remember that their lives 
are probably unbelievably difficult and that they are 
faced with the enormous problem of adjustment. You 
can help by understanding.

Although the middle of March is the average time 


ta begin looking for spring arrivals in this area, some 
birds begin to drift northward as early as late Febru- 
ary. Crows and homed larks are two species wiiicfe 
become more numerous by the end of the month, 


Both are found here ail winter, sometimes in only 


the southern naif or two-thirds of the state, and 
sometimes even in more northern counties. By late 
February and all through March they are common 
ever the whole state as they shift to the north. 


We don't usually count them as spring migrants 


because we know that some of them, crows especially, 
stayed with us all winter. The larks, we know, win- 
tered jast a short distance south of us. and they ar- 
rive in our areas when it is still mid-winter. 


Even though the crow and the horned lark are 


permanent residents in the state, they are migrating 
birds. So are such other permanent residents we see 
through the winter as blue jays, goldfinches, and 
several more. The species may be a permanent resi- 
dent, but individual birds may not be. The winter 
jays, crows and goldfinches we see may be individuals 
whica win be heading for more northern areas soon, 
or have already started on their way. They are re- 
placed by other individuals of the same species which 
will remain here as breeding birds. 


Northward Drift 


Besides the northward drift of birds at this season, 


there are other movements of birds. Robins, grackles, 
redwings, meadowlarks and other birds which are 
considered summer birds, sometimes appear around 


farm homes er even cities and towns as early as the 
last week in February or very early in March. 


These birds spent the winter in some nearby place 


where food and shelter were available. Robins often 
choose a jumper patch for their winter habitat, and 
the mourning dove, another summer hold-over, a 
sheltered ravine where seeds are available in the 
more or less open ground 


During a long mild spell in late winter these birds 


leave their sheltered haunts and look for food in 
other places. Robins may pick at fruit still clinging 
to trees and bushes in your yard. Each year in early 
March I can expect to see mourning doves taking 
dust baths in the open ground next to the foundation 
of the house, and eating seeds blown off the feeding 
tables. 


Tufted Feathers 


Watch for these early birds in your yard and in 


your drives out in the country. You may see the 
grackles and redwings right in your yard as wen as 
in vacant lots, city parks, and fields. They .feed on 
the ground on both animal and vegetable food. 


Horned larks should be looked for along roadsides 


and in open fields. In winter they feed mostly on 
seeds of weeds and grasses. They are gray-brown in 
color, with black, white and yellow markings about 
the face and forehead. A little larger than sparrows, 
their best markings are their white outer tail feath- 
ers, and the pair of tufted feathers on their heads. 


Horned larks usually feed and travel in flocks. 


They are among the first birds to build-nests and lay 
eggs. Often they begin egg-laying while there is Still 
snow on the ground. Eggs and young are often de- 
stroyed by snowstorms in spring.

Sheinwold on Bridge 
New Schenken 
Bidding System 
Employs Forcing

In the early days of contract bridge everybody 


could see the need for sn opening bid that would 
force partner to respond. Harold S. Vanderbilt. who 
virtually invented the fame, solved the problem with 
an opening bid of one club that demanded a response. 


For some reason ibe Vanderbllt Club System 


didn't take hold. Perhaps people didn't like artificial 
bids. Perhaps Ely Culbertson caught the public fancy 
with a forcing bid of two in a suit. 


In recent years the pendulum has swung back. 


The Italians, who have won the last six world chaic- 
pionships. use one elub as their opening forcing bid. 
Howard Schenken, who helped win three world 
championships for the United States, has just written 
a book about his new bidding system, likewise based 
on a forcing opening bid of one club. 


Basic Requirement 


If you're going tc demand a game, your basic 


requirement is a band that will make a game with 
practically no help from the dummy. If you're aim- 
ing at a final contract of four spades or four hearts, 
you should expect to win about nine tricks in your 
own hand. You need an additional trick if your prob- 
able final contract is five clubs or five diamonds. 


The trouble with reiving entirely on playing 


strength is that you would have to make a forcing 
two-bid with nine spades to the ace-king-queen, 
without side strength of any kind. You would make

A Fine Madness. By Elliott Baker. Putnam. $4.95. 
The newest Putnam $10,009 award navel, by an author who grew up in the 


Midwest, served in the infantry during World War II. wrote for TV shows and 
now lives in England. His own description of his book? "It's Rabelaisian, what- 
ever that means." 


"A Fine Madness" might be attributed to the influence of Mars on Venut 


or to plain ornery human nature. This is the madcap tale of Samson Shiliitoe, 
self-styled poet, with his poetry which might include pieces from menus, church 
sermon announcements, garage repair bills, laundry lists—and some rhyming 
doggerel. 


Shillitoe's precarious existence, living with Rhoda, hounded by Beverly for 


alimony, unable to resist feminine charm m any surroundings, gently mocks 
the inconsistencies of today's society. 


But when the podiatrists, the psychiatrists, and the women in his life are 


mingled by an author with a boundless creative imagination, the story becomes 
sometimes sad. frequently hilarious, but always fascinating. 


"What fools we mortals be" is a theme not entirely new. It has been handled 


successfully by Joseph Hiller and In "V" by Thomas Pynchon, for example. 


Baker has peopled bis book with vivid characters in a combination of serio- 


comic situations and avant-garde ideas. Like life, it is big, mysterious, mocking.

Capt. Felix von Steiger. nicknamed "Tiger of the Seas." strode aboard the 


Vulkan a few hours after the funeral of his beloved wife, Freda. "He did not 
look back at the land. He no longer needed it."

on the part of the German Navy—a symbol of refusal to acknowledge defeat.

"Good-By Wisconsin" has now been reprinted fcr the 
first time and is available in an inexpensive paper 
back edition. The title alone should attract casual 
readers in Wisconsin; others, aware of Wescott's posi- 
tion as one of the more famous expatriates of the 
1920"s. should \velcome back This long out of print 


__ bcok of his short stories. 


In the lead story—really an essay—which pro- 


vides the title to the collection. Wescott muses on the 
-meaning of Wisconsin and the Mid-West. He is critical 
of his native state and region, though he is far more 
understanding and far less acerbic than Mid-Western 
-contemporaries like Ring Lardner and Sinclair Lewis. 
Wescott seems to say that he would like to go home 
again, but after you have been to Villefranche or the 
East (his characters think of going East instead of 
West), it becomes harder to be satisfied with the 
farm or small town. 


- - "One would think of Wisconsin as the ideal state 
to live in. a paragon of civic success, but for the fact 
that-the young people dream only of getting away. 
And there are already a fair number of Middle-Wes- 
terners about the world: a son of vagrant race like 
the Jews,'" But most will stay where they are "only 
a little poisoned by notions of themselves freed and 
perfected, of pleasanter societies and facile foreign 
cities" and kept alive by the thought that the East 
"may little by little be coming to them." 


Wescctt. like so many writers cf the twenties, 


attempted to define—characterize—the Mid-West: he 
concluded, rather vaguely; that it was "a state of 
mind of people born where they do not like to live/' 


The stories ere really not very good. Wescott was 


weaned en Henry James. E. M. Forster. and W. Som- 
erset Maugham: these are not very adequate precep- 
tors if one is writing about rural and small town life 
in Wisconsin. Sophistication (jaded or otherwise) 
and urbanity are not the hallmarks of farmers: they 
make no pretense to it even, as James1 Americans 
did. Possibly Wescott sensed this when he stated: 


''I believe that in the near future descriptive 


writing about average American destinies roust 
inevitably be that of a reporter, an analyst, a diag- 
nostician."* Then too Wescott has nothing of the birth- 
place-bound feeling that Willa Gather. William Faulk- 
ner. Ellen Gjasgow. or Ruth Suckow have toward 
their native heaths. Wescott left too early for the 
University of Chicago and." as he calls it. the "great 
fcol's paradise."' Paris. Thomas Wolfe went away too, 
but unlike Weseott he was not a child of the wander- 
ing, westward-moiing Yankees: he came from an 
older place, cf older stock, and he could not emotion- 
ally escape North Carolina as easily as Wescott cculd 
leave Wisconsin. 


Sinclair Lewis cnce said cf America "I love it but 


I don't like it;" Wescott liked Wisconsin, but he didn't 
love it.

The Future of the Menominees 


ft is becoming increasingly apparent 


that termination of federal supervision 
ever the Menominee Indian Reservation 
created many more problems than it 
solved and that many of the subsequent 
steps being taken by the federal and state ~ 
governments are only temporizing; with 
those problems. 


This week the IL S. Indian Commis- 


sioner, Philleo Nash, a former lieutenant 
governor of Wisconsin, turned over a 
check for $106,000 to Governor Reynolds. 
It represents the annual payment on a 
U, S. emergency appropriation for educa- 
tional services in the new Menominee 
County. 


Last year the Wisconsin legislature 


appropriated $1 million for welfare grants 


, and loans to the Menominees. But no one 
... claims that this is going to solve the eco- 


nomic problems of the Indians and the 
presumption is that simflar appropriations 
might be necessary on a regular basis. 


The plain fact of the matter is that 


changing the name of the area where the 
Menominees live from reservation 
to 


county did nothing to increase the eco- 
nomic base of the area. So where is the 
money coming from to support the mini- 
mum governmental services which the 
federal government previously provided, 
without even considering bringing the 
level of those services up equal to those 
of other Wisconsin counties? 


In reality what the federal government 


accomplished through termination was to 
turn its responsibilities over to the State 
of Wisconsin. 


Both Nash and Governor Reynolds 


* recognized this fact when Nash said he 
. hoped the state would "search for solu- 
tions" to these problems, and the Governor 


announced that the state would awke a 
complete reappraisal of the situation. He 
said the job may be turned over to the 
State Department of Resource Develop- 
ment 


•There is one line of thinking among 


" lease, Menominees that the federal gov- 


ernment still retains some responsibility 
in this matter under the treaties which 
were concluded in the early ISth Century 
between the United States and the Meno- 
minee Indian Nation. They argue that 
termination did not abrogate those treaties 
and they also argue that therefore the 
State of Wisconsin had no legal right to set 
up the reservation as a county. 


Apparently state and federal officials 


are having some second thoughts on this 
matter because Nash told the governor he 
considers it "unlikely" Congress would 
ever repeal termination. 


There have been some moves to sup- 


plement the economy of Menominee Coun- 
ty, which is almost entirely dependent on 
its lumbering industry, by recreational de- 
velopment, including the leasing of cot- 
tage sites on certain lakes and streams. 
But a greatly expanded recreation indus- 
try poses a threat to the traditional Indian 
way of life on the reservation under which 
the Indian had exclusive rights to the 
area's fish and game. Many of the Meno- 
minee families utilized the take from hunt- 
ing and fishing to supplement their diet 
If this is to.be taken away from them too 
it only increases the problem. 


It is high time for the reappraisal of 


the Menominee problem. Such a study 
must come up with long-range solutions. 
And the State of Wisconsin certainly 
'should call on the federal government to 
discharge responsibilities which are at the 
very least joint ones. 


Religion and the Public Schools 


A proposed amendment to the Consti- 


tution of the United States, endorsed by 
some church leaders and just recently by 
Republican leaders in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, would permit public schools to 
authorize voluntary prayers and Bible 
reading. 


One segment of support for such an 


amendment of course is from those who 
are in favor of such things as God, mother- 
hood and the flag for purely political elec- 
tion year reasons. They need to be taken 
-seriously ^>nly because it is discouraging 


that the American voter must present such, 
a picture of naivete and foUow-the-leader- 
ism that such tactics are resorted to. 


But the other major reason for the 


backing of school prayers is a responsible 
one, although we disagree with its find- 
ings. It is the fear of these advocates that 
complete absence in our schools of a refer- 
ence to a higher being actually makes the 
public schools active agents for secularism 
as opposed to all religions. 


There is some justification for this 


point of view. Our public schools have 
taken over more and more of the respon- 
sibility for more and more aspects of the 
lives of our children. ActuaHy this has not 
been so much a matter of taking as of 
being handed the responsibility by parents. 
The schools are expected to teach not'only 
formal education but to see that the child 
is physically fit, that his teeth are filled, 
that he has wholesome recreation, learns 
social graces and how to make a marriage 


- work. There would seem to be a gaping 
hole in his education if all mention of God 
were blacked out 


But the proposed solution to what some 


parents and church leaders consider an 
error is actually to give to the public 
schools and thus indirectly to the state, 
even more responsibility and control. 
Would the. additions of prayer and Bible 
reading in our schools actually bolster 
religious beliefs or serve rather to take 
away some of the reason for having 
churches at all? 


Moreover, the practical problems in- 


volved, now that emotions have been 
groused over the matter, are tremendous. 
It does not seem to us that it matters 
exactly what sort of prayer a child is 
taught and we do not think that learning 
a Roman Catholic, Moslem or Hebrew 
prayer would harm a child of another 
faith.. 


But this has not been the stand of many 


of our denominations. The ecumenical 
movement today has happily made many 
religions more tolerant of the rituals and 
beliefs of others. But there are bound to 
be many parents and church leaders who 
would feel, constitutional amendment or 
Dot, that leading a child in a prayer of 


another denomination or even in a new 
prayer merely mentioning the existence of 
a higher being was an invasion of one of 
his most personal rights. This would 
especiaUy discriminate against the chil- 
dren of atheist parents. And those who 
tend to outlaw atheists might remember 
that many of the greatest tyrants in history 
have committed atrocities in the name of 
one god or another. 


The United States Supreme Court de- 


clared in several of its decisions upholding 
the separation of church and state that the 
First Amendment guarantees that "neither 
a state nor the federal government can set 
up a church. Neither can pass laws which 
aid one religion, aid all religions or prefer 
one. religion over another. Neither can 
force or influence a person to go to or 
remain away from church against his will 
or force him to profess a belief or disbelief 
•in any religion. No person can be pun- 
ished for entertaining or professing reli- 
gious beliefs or disbeliefs. . ." A new 
amendment specificaUy exempting prayer 
in the public schools would appear to be in 
conflict with the First Amendment. 


Of course there is some amount of in- 


consistency in this matter of separation 
of church and state. There is reference to 
God in many of our official documents. 
Chaplains are paid for the armed forces 
with tax money raised by law from every- 
one and chapels are built with funds from 
the same source. Various federal educa- 
tion loan .programs include religious in- 
stitutions of higher learning. There is a 
reminder every time we spend a penny 
that "in God we trust" 


But the extension of the influence of 


religion into cur public schools takes from 
the homes and the churches something 
that should be theirs alone. Today a child 
may if he wishes say a silent prayer to 
himself before the hot lunch program or 
an exam. But. in the words of James 
Madison, "it is proper to take alarm at the 
first experiment on our liberties. . . Who 
does not see that the same authority, 
which can establish Christianity, in exclu- 
sion of all other religions, may establish 
with the same ease any particular sect of 
Christians, in exclusion of an other sects?" 
When government gets into the business of 
giving the right to pray, it automatically 
gets into the business of taking that right 
away. That is what the First Amendment 
and its interpretation by the Supreme 
Court is all about 


In fact if we have to use the Bible 


itself as a reference—'To everything there 
is a season, and a time to every purpose on 
earth . . . when tfcou prayest. enter into 
thy closet and when thou hast shut the 
door, pray to thy Father which is in 
secret . ."

Here Come All 
Old Red Cross Gripes 
Again; Lef s Bury 'Em 


BY JOWTOHNUS 


Today starts the month of March, and in this month 


the American Red Cross goes afield seekinf contributions 
to carry on its work for another year. And in this month 


the Red Cross workers will hear, once more 
all of the old gripes left over from World 
Warn. 


So ingrained are these gripes alter 20 


years of mouth-to-mouth distortion that 
many Red Cross volunteers turn and flee 
at the first mention of one of the old chest- 
nuts like having to pay for Red Cross 
doughnuts or Red Cross girls dating only 
officers. 


Kay Kirchberg, the executive secretary of the Outa- 


gamie County Chapter, came over to see me this week 
and asked if I could do something to help. I hesitated a 
bit to employ this column in behalf of the Red Cross 
fund-raising effort, because it will probably lead to other 
similar requests. But I feel very strongly on this subject, 
to here goes. 


My memories of the Red Cross are emotional ones. 


As quite a young child I can recall the image of my 
great-grandmother knitting Red Cross sweaters in World 
War I. Also my grandmother doing the same in both 
World Wars and my mother in World War IL 


I was lucky in World War IL I never needed the 


services of the Red Cross. I never had any unfortunate 
experiences. I have heard a lot of servicemen gripe about 
the Red Cross since. And I .have talked with other 
servicemen who told me they wouldn't be alive today if 
it were not for the Red Cross. The latter were prisoners 
of war, and the Red Cross food packages is all that kept 
them from starvation. 


I submit that the servicemen who gripe were exclu- 


sively those who never really needed the Red Cross. They 
lounged around the "Red Cross dubrooms and griped be- 
cause they paid a nickel for a doughnut or a cup of 
coffee. They didn't know that the United States govern- 
ment required the Red Cross to make these charges so 
as not to upset traditional practices in the British services. 
Or some Red Cross gal turned him down for a date, or 
slapped him in the face when he got fresh. Or maybe he 
lost at poker to the Red Cross fieldman with his outfit. 


In any case that one about charging for doughnuts 


should be killed and buried. The Red Cross learned its 
lesson, and in the Korean War insisted to the Defense 
"Department that it would no longer charge for anything. 


In fact isn't it about time we forgot about the mistakes 


of World War n and take a look at Red Cross service as 
it exists today? 


The most important service Red Cross performs is 


known as Home Service. It's little publicized or under- 
stood,-for two-reasons. In the first place Home Service 
files are confidential, and the Red Cross can't tell what 
it accomplishes in this field. And in the second place, it's 
really a poor title for the service, for it doesn't begin tc 
describe what it actually encompasses. 


The American "Red Cross was chartered by Congress 


to act as an official intermediary between men in mili- 
tary service and their families back home. That's where 
the name probably came from. 


What services does Red Cross perform in this capacity? 
First of all Home Service is extended to active service- 


men, veterans and their dependents and the dependents 
of deceased servicemen or veterans. There are five serv- 
ices performed: counselling in family and personal prob- 
lems:" assistance in applying for government benefits; 
financial assistance; communications service: and inter- 
pretation of other resources in the community. 


The service most actively utilized and about which 


there is the most confusion is communications. Let's take 
some concrete examples: 


A youth was killed in an automobile accident here. 


His brother was in the Army in Germany. The family 
contacted Red Cross to see if he could come home for 
the funeral. 


The Red Cross job in such a case is to communicate 


the facts to the soldier's commanding officer in Germany. 
The Red Cross also verifies that these are the facts. 


It is then up to the soldier's commanding officer 


whether he is granted emergency leave. The Red Cross 
has nothing to say in the matter. It is also up to the 
soldier to get himself home, although the Red Cross will 
help him if it can, 


I happened to be in the Red Cross office one day 


when a woman caaie in and said it was her son's birth- 
day next week and she'd like to send him a cake. The 
Home Service secretary wired the Red Cross field repre- 
sentative with the boy's unit and asked him as a per- 
sonal favor if he'd supply the cake. He did. Bat this 
was not a responsibility of Red Cross. The two workers 
did it as a personal favor to the mother. 


Red Cross commanicstioas services are for urgent 


matters only. 


In other areas of Home Service Red Cross will give 


a serviceman's family money for living expenses if the 
allotment check is late or tangled up in red tape. Or 
money urgently needed because of illness. This may be a 
loan or a grant depending on the family's circumstances. 
If it is a loan tt\ere is no interest charge. 


The various counselling services are also widely used 


bat never publicized. In other words Red Cross is a place 
where a serviceman or a veteran or their dependents can 
go when they are troubled and get sympathetic advice. 


Home Service consumes one-third of the modest Outa- 


gamie Chapter budget of some $14.000. In addition the 
chapter provides extensive training programs in first 
aid, water safety and home nursing, supports the wonder- 
ful Gray Ladies, maintains a disaster preparedness pro- 
gram and volunteers also work m the chapter office as 
staff aides. 


In fact almost an of the Red Cross work is done by 


volunteers, and that's what makes it so reasonable. Out- 
side of Home Service the funds are expended on the two 
full-time staff workers who coordinate an this volunteer 
effort and on the supplies and facilities the volunteers 
need to be effective. 


If any of you are in doubt that your donation to Red 


Cross is weU spent, drop around to the homey chapter 
office and ask .Kay about it You'll come away convinced, 
as I was.

Another advantage 
is that this oral polio vaccine 
provides what doctors call "in- 
testinal immunity" against po- 
lio. Thus, unlike some o t h e r 
polio vaccines, the indiviHsal 
is not only immunised against 
polio by being provided w i t h 
antibodies hi his blood, bat he 
is also less likely to be a 
carrier of the disease, and 
therefore may not transmit it 
to other animmnnized people 
via the digestive tract 
Q. Hew is vaccine adminis- 


tered? 


A. The vaccine may be tak-. 


en orally, either from paper 
cups or, if a concentrate is 
nsed, on a sugar cube. 
Q. Are their any harmful af- 


ter-effects, such as fever or 
slight illness, as a result of 
taking the vaccine? 


A. Oral polio vaccines have 


been administered to millions 
of persons, with little or no 
after-effects directly attributed 
to the vaccine. 
Q. How does the vaccine 


work? 


A. After it is swallowed, the 


vaccine particles multiply in 
the digestive tract to work 
building op what doctors call 
"antibodies". These are w h a t 
provide protection a g a i n s t 
polio. 
Q. How long does immuniza- 


tion from polio last after a per- 
son takes the vaccine? 


Q. How long after a person 


takes the vaccine does it be- 
come effective in providing im- 
munity? 


A. Within a week.

Q. Can a person contact polio 


as £ result of taking the vac- 
cine? 


A. No. Even though the vac- 


cine includes live polio virus (in 
a very weakened form.) there 
have been no confirmed cases 
of polio resulting from the vac- 
cine. 


Q. Who is eligible to receive 


the vaccine? 


A. Everyone—above 2 months 


of age. 


Q. What about those who have 


received 
previous S a 1 k po- 


lio shots? 


A. A complete series af oral 


vaccine is recommended irre- 
spective of any previous polio 
fhots. 
Q. Suppose all members of a 


family but one get the vaccine, 
is there a possibility that the 
person may become immunized 
from the others? 


A. The person who did not 


take the vaccine might achieve 
a partial immunity through 
transmission from other mem- 
bers of the family — and this 
would of course be a beneficial 
effect. 
Q. Does this vaccine provide 


protection against all types of 
polio? 


A. Yes. There are t h r e e 


types of polio known to medi- 
cal science, and there is a 
separate feeding for Type I 
and Type II and m. Type n 
and m are given together. 
Q. How many doses of the 


vaccine are needed? 


A. Two. 


Everyone 


Q. Who should receive the vac- 


cine? 


A. The answer to this ques- 


tion is emphatically, everyone. 
The Surgeon General's Advisory 
Committee of Poliomyelitis Con- 
trol has specifically recommend- 
ed that certain conditions "pre- 
viously of concern" not be con- 
sidered contradictions to vacci- 
nation with live, oral polio vac- 
cine. 


Q. Why is it necessary to take 


the vaccine now, when we dp not 
have any incidence of polio in 
this area"?

Atomic Radiation Builds Career as 
Hand Maiden to Civilian Products

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


JekyU and Hyde atom is en- 
hancing the good-guy side of its 
reputation with the help of such 
things as goat hairs in Australia 
and potatoes in Canada. 


The same type of atomic radi- 


ation that is feared m A-bombs 
and H-bombs is continually find- 
ing new uses in industry. 


Such developments are occur- 


ring, the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission says, in the relatively 
new business of process radia- 
tion, which already is a f20-mil- 
lion annual business for a few 
American and foreign firms. 


New Chemicals 


New industrial chemicals are 


being created, and processes for 
producing certain others are be- 
ing improved with the aid of 
atomic rays which can influence 
chemical reactions in various 
ways, the commission said in its 
annual report to Congress. 


The same !ype of rays—pro- 


duced by radioactive fay-prod- 
ucts of nuclear reactors—also 
are being used to sterilize vari- 
ous materials, such as medical 
supplies, and even to piocess 
vegetables headed for market 


The radiation comes mostlv 


from 
heavily 
shielded 
solid 


materials, which are made ra- 
dioactive by being placed in nu- 
clear reactors. The most com- 
monly used material is radio- 
active cobalt—once considered 
for jacketing atomic bombs to 
enhance their radioactivity.
